The correspondent of tho New York 
met says . A very singular exhibi- 
on wiis given yesterday at the Ja»dm 
Ubillo. There has been performing 
ere at the Folios Bergeres a map 
amcd Iloltum, an American, who has 
cannon fired at him and catches the 


all in his hands. This prodigious feat 
as witnessed nightly, and although 
ho actors present avowed that there 
was no trick, Pierre Vcroi., of the 
ilondro lllustre, would not believe it. 
le said the cannon ball must 
DC 


irown to Iloltum iroin tho stage, 
he latter made a bet of five thousand 
rancs that he would perform tho feat 
nder conditions which, left no room 
or doubt, and, when tho bet was taken, 
fcton designated Mahillo as the place 
or trial. All the jouraalists of Paris 
ere invited, and they found Holtum 
here before his cannon. It was ex- 
mined with minute earc, and the 
icavy balls were passed trom hand to 
and. 
' 


"I am no longer in my own hou'o," 


aid Holtum , "you arc master here, 
nd you must watch over all the 
irrangcments." 


Having carefully aimed and lashed 


lis cannon, it was charged, aud Hoi- 
urn took bis place against a plank 
arget soms ten yards away. This was 
,o show that the ball was solid, and th,e 
brce of the powder sufficient to scn^d 
t through the plank. 
Holtum got the 


ami of his gun, and then placed; his 
icad in a certain position against the 
jlaak, giving the command to fire 
The ball just grazed the tair and broke 
through the plank, rolling some twenty 
yards farther on. 
Tho satno ball was 


pictcd up by the journalists, who again 
jhargcd the cannon and bent home the 
oall, and Holtum caught the ball in bis 
hands as neatly aa he docs nightly upon 
the stage. 
Uo won his bet, and no 


one seemed disposed to accept his offer 
ot three thousand francs to any one 
who would perform the astonishing feat. 


Tho physical force required must be 


enormous, but Holtnm showed his 
itren^th by tossing up cannon balls as 
if they were so uiauy oraugcs 
The 


only precautions taken are very simple: 
he wears verj thick leather gloves, and 
covers his breast with many thicknesses 
of paper to form a sort of cuiraa^ This 
looks to me like a very dangerous feat 
aud particularly the first part of it 
where Iloltum places his head against 
the target half aa inch below where the 
ball will probably strike.

day there might bo an accident. It is 
like the foolhardy trick of putting one';

MILITARY PREPARATIONS FOR 


THE SEVENTEENTH OF JUNE. 


From the Boston Globe. 


As the entire division of the State 


militiu arc to join iu the grand parade 
at Bunker Hill oft the 17th of June, 
most extensive preparations arc being 
made for the event. 
Every regiment 


has been uniformed. 
The order of 


things, as at present established, con- 
templates a grand "meeting of the elans" 
on Boston common at 9 o'clock in the 
morning, with a review by the Gover- 
nor of tho Commonwealth. 
Several 


outside organizations are to be present, 
including the Seventh New York, Fifth 
Maryland, Second Connecticut, and al- 
so organizations from all tho New Eng- 
land States'. 
Grafulla's band, enlarged 


to one hundred, accompanies the Sec-. 
pad. 
Already drills are frequent in tbe 


local militia. Tbe Second regiment, 
which is located in the western part of 
the State, will probably comedown the 
night before and bo quartered at the 
Arsonal at Cambridge, and march in 
from there on the morning af the 17th. 
Major General Butler will be in com- 
mand of the militia at tho Centennial 
at Bunker Hill. 
Quarters have been 


secured for the 7th New York, by their 
committee, at tho llevcrc, Trcmont, 
American and United States Hotels.
